Plan fer Collection. 

attorneys and county 
Cials have advised the commission that 
the bond judgfments may be collected 
in the same manner as any other judg. 
ment. The state’s attorney, applying 
to the clerk of the court in which the 
judgment was granted, would be issue 
an execution, which, being presented 
‘to the sheriff, would authorize him to 
seize anything in the possession of the 
bondsmen. 
| 

Thus even the personal propertyr— 
volved could be seized if the value -of 
the scheduled real estate was insuf- 
ficient to meet the judgment, sold by 
the sheriff, and the proceeds turned 
ito the county treasury. 


County Board Can Act 
The county board has the authority 
to settle judgments and has been 
doing so. Usually the settlement was 
for only a small percentage of the 
judgment. The net revenue of the 
county im a period embracing approxi- 
mately the last year on settlements 
was $1,700. During the same period 
approximately $700,000 in judgments 
were rendered on forfeitures in the 


Criminal court, excluding entirely ‘the . 


Municipal courts. 

At present the county board is try- 
ing to prepare a budget within the 
estimated revenue. 

Recently Chief Justice Charlies A. 
McDonald forfeited bonds on four gafe 
blowers totaling $180,000. He an- 
nounced that he would write te the 
county board instructing it not to éom- 
promise or settle the judgments whea 
they are returned. They are good and 
collectable if the county beard will’ in- 
sist on collections, it is said.

He de- | 
clared that in his opinion Mr. Harding 
would be able to work out a construc- 
tive substitute, keeping in mind the 
broad principle that the United States 
guarantees no military power at the 
disposition of any council of nations. 


Advantage of Tradition. 


“We should not enter into the keep- 
ing of the European peace by offering 
to furnish military ferce, either hy 
or.ina league arrangement,” he 

“The judicial. form of international 
coOperation, accompanied by stated in- 
ternational .conferences for declaring, 
revising and carrying forward the rules 
of international law, is the form to 
which the people ane trie government 
of the United States‘are committed by 
} tradition and by many formal acts.” 

Dr. Butler impressed upon Mr. Hard- 
ing the economic phase of the interna- 
tional situation, declaring that the out- 
look in Europe must be bettered before 
this country can come into a ee 
business condition. 


Senator Reed’s Views., 


Senator James ~Reed of Missouri 
came away with a similar set of ideas. 
After he left the Harding house this 
morning, he said: 

“Mr, Wilson tried to build a gov- 
erning, body of the world that had 
power to enforce its decisions by its 
army and navy. That idea was defeat- 
ed in the election, and the man that 
ignores that verdict breaks faith with 
the American people.

Open to All in Treaty. 
Mr. Harding did not go into particu- 


cerning the leverage he contemplates 
bringing to bear on Great Britain to 
induce that nation to consent to a 
change in the treaty under which the 
United States proceeded to construct 
the Panama canal. THe Hay-Paunce 
fote treaty provides that— 

“The canal shall be free and open, 
in time of war as in time of peace, to 
the vessels of commerce and of war of 


ity, so that there shall be no discrim- 
ination against any nation or its cit!- 
zens or subjects in respect of the con 
ditions or charges of traffic or other. 
wise.” 

Britain Protests 


When congress in 1912 included in 
the Panama canal-act an exemption 
‘of American coastwise shipping from 
the payment of tolls Great Britain pro- 
tested that this was a violation of the 
treaty provision. The exemption was 
defended by the Taft administration 
as not repugnant to the treaty, but in 
1914 President Wilson found himself in

prospective St. Lawrence waterway.

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CAN KEEP CIDER 


PALMER 


‘Washington, D. C., Dec. 18.—Use of 
cider in the home by its manufacturer, 
even after it has become intoxicating 
by fermentation, is lawful 
out the bounds of the prohibition en- 
forcement act, according to an opin- 
jon ‘submitted to the secretary of the 
treasury by Attorney General Palmer, 
made public today. 

The opinion is in conflict with the 
regulations of the bureau of internal 


revenue, which state that home made 
cider must be “non-intoxicating in 


fact” although not necessarily con- 


taining less than one-half of one per 
cent of alcohol. : 

“Congress seems to have recog- 
nized the peculiar nature of cider,” the 
attorney general declared. “* When the 
juice of apples is pressed out, the im- 
mediate result is cider. When this is 
done, an intoxicating liquor, even with- 
in the definition of the proh. bition 
act. has not been produced. But fer- 

ntaton very shortly sets in, pro- 

‘ing alcohol, and all that is neces- 
sary to convert the cider into an in- 
toxicating liquor is the lapse of a short 
time. 

“Broadly speaking, one who has 
manufactured cider which has not yet 
had time to ferment has not manufac- 
tured intoxicating liquor.” 

Section 29 has manifestly sought to 
make it clear that it was not intended 
that one who manufactured cider and 
kept it in his home for beverage pur- 
poses until it fermented would be 
guilty of possessing intoxicating 
liquors unlawfully, the opinion stated. 

Possession of intoxicating liquor is! 
not prohibited by the _ eighteenth 

amendment, the attorney general ex- 
plained, and the only offense against 
the enforcement act which a manufac- 
turer of cider for use in the home could

, that Dick Kerr was able to win two 
games for Chicago, despite the efforts 
of a number of his teammates to the 
contrary.

Chicago is a jay town, but it does not have to be. 
- It cannot escape this description mérely by showing 
force. It is greatness to be the great railway cen- 
ter of the country; but ‘it ia. not greatness to look 
- like a railroad yard. | eA | 

Why should Chicago sit contentedly in its incon- 

- gruities? A potentially beautiful water side and a 
potentially beautiful street parallel each other on 
the city’s front; but between them, is the. jncon- 
gruity of railroad yards, tracks, and smoking en- 
gines. The beauty of the street and the beauty of 
the water front are both spoiled. It is a jay town 

which drapes itself along a railroad track. | 

Carter Harrison used to say, and a great many 
men have said it with him, that smoke did not offend 
any one who knew. what it meant. Smoke was 
evidence of energy, of force, and construction. It 
was a dead town ich had no smoke. That is a 
jay town statement. 

Smoke is an unnecessary evidence of force, It 
does not make the force. The energy would be 
_there if the smoke. were dgne away with. New 
York has more energy than Chicago and no smoke. 
Anthracite is burned there: and that makes smoke 
prevention easier, but proper furnaces and proper 
firing will permit the burning of Mftuminous with- 
out amoke. ° 

The lake front may not be the Bay of Naples, but 
when the sun has a chance at the biue waters it 
is beautiful. A walk along- Michigan avenue ought 
to be afi asset of life in Chicago. Sometimes it 1s, 
but not so often. 

Chicago is proud of its park system and of its 
outer parks, and it has a right to be. The city is 
not wholly negligent, but it is not thoroughgoing. 
It is patchy. It gives bad background to its best 
endeavor. Frequently we get a fine street and then 
allow uncleanliness to spoil it. Possibly it all gets 

back to smoke. That is a drab canopy. It estab- 


‘ee lishes a tone and the rest is consistent. 


Possibly if bright, searching sunlight were let in 
om the incongruities they would oem attention. 
Excellence is smothered by smoke. ‘ Blots are soft- 
ened by it. A city with a drab tone is not offering 

its citizens what it should. 

Chicago has a good art institute. It is not as 
good as the Néw York institute, but it is good, 
although probably the least of the great metropol- 
itan galleries. Anyway, it is an achievement and an

closed. @f haif the fleet were in the Atlantic 
and half in the Pacific, the enemy might defeat 
both in turn, as Japan defeated the divided Rus- 
sian fleet. The result therefore would be that the 
coast would be as helpless in the end as if it had 
had no fleet and far. worse off, because if the fleet 
_ bad not been divided the coast eventually would 
“Rave been relieved’ by its arrival. 
In short, the Pacific states are more tmperiios 
_ by yg dividing of the fleet than the Atlantic 
; states. they will look ahead and

A LABOR RESERVOIR. 


hundred available jobs, reports the Tilinois Free 
Employment agency. 

‘A-yedr ago perhaps there were 100 Job seekers 
for 160 jobs: if not quite that, at least a comforta- 
ble ratio of jobs to men. 


That was a labor famine, not a desirable condi-. 


tion from the standpoint of the nation's prosperity, 
Pout. better by far than a job famine. The ideal 
would be neither a job famine nor a labor famine. 
Is it possible. to avoid them? : 

Probably. not. But the best thought and ane 
tive action of the nation should be éxerted to avoid 
them. At this moment we have the, job famine, | . 
the- painful economic disease of industrial depres- 
sion with its ugly symptoms of unemployment. 
Human nature and its product, human society, be- 
ing what they are, doubtless we could net avoid 
them. At any rate we did not and we have now 
to deal with the facts. We are in an acute indus- 
trial depression. We do not think it will last long, 
put the stagnation which follows acute depression, 
like the weakness which follows a tevér, will not 
pass quickly. 

We shall have, therefore, for some time the 
problem of workless men and women, Can it not 


There is much public work to be done, work which 
is an economic benefit, such as the improvement 
of roads, drainage, etc. While public work means 
public expenditure and public expenditure means 
increase of public debt, therefore increased taxa- 
tion with its consequenées, is it not profitable, for 
the sake of avoiding the evil social, political, and 
economic consequences of widespread. ‘unemploy- 
ment, to intercept these consequentes in some 
measure by well conceived ‘and conservative 
projeags of productive public work? - 

The elements of the present situation are difi- 
cult to deal with and we would not encourage pat- 
ent medicine devices which will produce superficial 
results at the expense of injury to the patient. 
But the problem of periodic unemployment,. which 
appears in the swing of the industrial pendulum 
from overproduction to underproduction, from un- 
healthy inflation to destructive deflation, is too 
serious not to be attacked with vigor and thor- 
oughness. What is needed obviously is a labor 
reservoir. Public work cart be arranged for in 
good times to be taken up in hard times at a pub- 
lic expense provided for in good times by proper 
reserves. We ought not to be caught by periodic 
depressions without these reserves and we need 
not be if we will trouble to look ahead. Society 
preaches thrift and foresight to the individual 
Government should practice these virtues, and 
we think especially in the matter of providing 
labor during dull times. There is plenty to be 
done if there were means to do it. In our pros- 
perous days we ought to have laid up these means. 


. THE NAVAL HOLIDAY. 


The objections of Secretary Daniels te a naval 
understanding with Great Britain and Japan may 
be proof that he fell asleep on Nov. 2 and has not 
yet been called. But we find his ideas so charac- 
teristic that we, for one, adfhit he is as wide awake 
as usual. For example, the idea that the naval 

understanding “ would make for suspicion 
among the other nations of the worM” is quite 


to any agreement for limitation of naval armament. 
But we ask the luminous Josephus if his project to 
create a navy equal to any in the world would 
free us from suspicion? | 


We believe that a limitation of building can be). 


agreed upon if negotiations with the British and 
Japanese governments are begun promptly and in 
earnest. The Josephian suggestion that we either 
must go into the so-called league, in spite of the 
late solemn referendum, or go on building does not 
belong to an adult discussion. Furthermore, we 
see no reason why San Marino, Liberia, Costa Rica, 
etc., should be invited to enter an agreement for. 
limitation of naval building. Common sense will 
tell our government that if a party to an agree- 
ment is unnecessary he is pretty-certain to be a 
nuisance. A naval understanding with Great Brit- 
ain and Japan will serve all the ends aimed at, and 
if the powerful reasons supporting it are given ex- 
pression we shall accomplish it. We hope Senator 
Borah’s resolution will be energetically presséd.

FARM LAND AND FARMERS’ LOSSES. 


Chicago, Dec. 12.—[{Editor of The 
Tribune.jJ—In his letter published yester- 
day, J. C, Coen of Indfana reveals the 
main reason for the farmers’ apparent 
loss in raising wheat, wherein he uses 
$300 per acre as value of land as first 
basis of cost. His tax item, which is 
equivalent to $960 a year on 160 acres, 
looks very high. Last week I w talk- 
ing with a prosperous. Illinois rmer, 
who said no land was worth over $100 
per acre for raising wheat. 

‘I have interviewed several Illinois and 
two Dakota farmers, and in no case 
did they put cost half as high as Mr. 
Coen. Although raising five bushels less 
per acre, the Dakata farmers’ stated cost 
was less than 30% of Mr. Coen's figures. 
Mr. Coen makes no omission in figuring 


‘costs, but neglects to make any allow. 


ance on credit side for value of straw, 
which is selling for $12 to $13 per ton, or 
for winter grazing.

Castleconnell Cake. 


' A simple currant cake, the formula 
for which departs but slightly from 
that for cup cake, an excellent fruit 
cake base, is: One cup of sifted sugar, 
one-half cup of butter, three eggs, scant 
half cup of milk, twa cups of flour, ca 
teaspoon of baking powder, one tea- 
Spoon mixed spices, one cup of cur- 
rants, one-half cup of sultanas, two 
ounces of candied peel, which may be 
emitted if not to taste or at hand. Put 
together like any cup cake. Bake for 
one hour or more in a moderate oven 
in a round pan lined with buttered 
paper. Half lard may be used for the 
shortening. 

Soft Candied Orange Peel. 


Home candied orange pee! usually 
dries rapidly, and may then be pounded 
fine and used for cakes and puddings. 
Some home cooks cook the orange peel 
until the sirup hardens it. Soft candied 
orange peel is highly worth while for 
the afternoon tea relish, and ways can 
always be found for using it in other 
nice service. 

Take off orange skins in quarters, 
soak and cook in plain water until they 
can be easily pierced with a toothpick. 
Most people do not scrape out the white 
part, but some people like to when. the 
peel is to be used for a garnish of 
creams. Cut the soft peel into fine 
Strips, and then candy in a sirup in 
which there is twice as much sugar as 
water, cooked to a sirup before the 
peel is* put in. Be sure to have the 
pan covered all the time, and cook over 
a tiny fire until the peel is well sat- 
urated. Take out and drain, and sprin- 
kle with a little sugar, 

Since by this method the sirup does 
not cook away, a considerable amount 
of peel. can be prepared, by several 
cookings, in as little as one-half cup 
Remember that the empha- 
sized point is that orange pee! candied 
by cooking the sirup away soon grows 
hard, and may be hardened irreparably 
at once. 

White or Mountain Cake. 

One cup and a half of sugar, one-half 
cup of butter, five egg whites or up te 
eight, two cups of cake flour, one-half 
cup of buttermilk or rich whipped up 
sour milk, or sweet milk may be used, 
in which ca -e about a half cup more 
of flour may be required. -With the 
sour milk use one-fourth of a level tea- 
spoon of soda, dissolved in a teaspoon 
of tepid water. With the sweet milk 
use a teaspoon of baking powder. This 
may be used for drop cakes, may be 
baked in good sized muffin tins, or in 
the regulation oblong loaf, or in almost 
any fashion required.

Watery clouds drift over the higher 
Half an hour after sunset they 
will release a brief torrential downpour 
and the earth will steam.

When 
you capture Cape Haitien you are well 
on your way to be president of the 
country, unless, like some captors of 
the city, you prefer to be king or em- 

Coals on Shabby Hearth. 

Squat and ramshackle, narrow 

streeted and very cobbly; Cape Haitien 


‘is spread out on the sloping flats be- | 
neath the green rampart of mountains, 
_Above it gleam the red roofs of villas’ 
clinging to thé mountain side and 


in this sunlight the red roofs shine 
At nightfall the,fires 
of the charcoal burners shine out with 
the same red. Far to the left, aloof 
from the villas, and the finest of them 
all, rises the bishop’s white palace, 
terraced, pillared, porticoed. 

Now for disillusion. 

You descend the ship’s side and in- 
trust yourself to screaming black 
boatmen who scream at each other, at 
you, at the oars, at the water. Direc- 
tion, objurgation, encouragement plus 
a torrent of nothings all are let loose 
in creole patois, Sweat streams down 
the black faces. Voices grow hoarse 
with screaming, but the clamor never 


ceases. The men seem crazed. They, 


are not. 
Just Noisy Happiness. 

This vehemence means nothing des- 
perate. It is the Haitian boatman’s 
and wharfman’s way of demonstrating 
his joy in the drama of his. daily life. 
His volubility is miraculous, though I 
have been told that his creole vocab- 


ulary contains only about fifty words. 


But in the play-acting of rage, grief, 


disappointment he is better than 
Bernhardt—and much the same. ~~“ 

Throwing a bunch of lighted fire- 
crackers into a cage of wildcats might, 
I think, produce the samé effect of 
noise. One thing will silence this 
clamor of the boatmen. That is to give 
them the handful of used safety blades 
you were about to throw into the sea. 
After the squeals of ecstasy have sub- 
sided they seek the bows of their boats 
in pairs and, squatting there, begin the 
remoyal of each others’ beards, using 
no lather and scraping each others’ 
cheeks and throats with the bare 
blades. 


Tropics and Marines Clash. 


The scene on shore is a medley of 
tropic sluggishness and of the rush 
and clamor of the daily comings and 
goings of a northern army of occupa- 
tion. Autos fun by soldiers and _occu- 
pled by officers roar through the nar- 
row streets and around the sharp turns 
at a speed which would be penalized 
in the most reckless of northern com- 
munities. 

Women, children,’ dogs, donkeys, 
scurry from the path of the oncoming 
machine and as you watch it rush by 
you have seen two things deserving 
record. You have seen the only con- 
dition short of the cry “The Cacoes 
are coming” that will make Haitian 
man or beast hurry, and by the same 
token you have seen one of the lesser 
but by no means negligible causes why, 
in spite of its good works, the occupa- 
tion is disliked. 

The Lot of the Despised. 
This racing through a man’s town at 


top speed is no good way to reconcile 
& subject people that knows it is sub- 


ject, and is frequently told that it is 


inferior, to either your domination or 
your superiority. 7 

As we pass along a narrow street a 
well meaning but il] advised American 
tosses some Haitian pewter money to 
an ebony colossus in rags whom he has 
just snapshotted. Not in the gift but 
in the ungracious manner of the giv- 
ing lies the offense. A Haitian of the 
upper class passing by takes it all in 
and says loudly to the ebony colossus, 
“Why do you let them make a fool of
